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The Ignorant-Poft, or aw Effay proving 
we know nothing, or at moft, nothing 
but Names. 


HIS Jgnorant-Poft will be very furprizing to 
fuch conceited Fops as think they know 
every thing, when in Reality they know no- 
thing, or at moft, nothing but Names. 

Our Milery is not of Ycfterday, but as antient as the 
firft Criminal, and the Ignorance we are involv’d in, 
almoft coeval with the human Nature; not that we 
were made fo by our God, but our felves; we were his 
Creatures , Sin and Ignorance were ours. To make 
Way for what follows, we will go to the Root of our 
antient Happinefs, and now Ruios, that we may difco- 
ver whence our Ignorance proceeds, and then (however 
ftrange the News may appear) give Inftances and Proofs 
of if inevery thing. 

The eternal Wifdom having made that Creature whofe 
Crown it was to be like his Maker, enrich’d him with 
thele Ennoblements which were worthy him that gave 
them, and made no lefs for the Benefit of their Re- 
ceiver, than the Glory of their Author. And as the 
Primogenial Light, which at firft was diffus'd over the 
Face of the unfafhion’d Chaos, was afterwards by the 
divine Appointment gather’d into the Sun and Stars, 
and other lucid Bodies, which fhine with an underiv'd 
Luftre ; fo chofe fcatter’d Perfeétions which are divi- 
ded among the feveral Gantons of created Beings, were 
as it were conftellated and fum’d up in this Epitome of 
the greater World, MAN. But Man, ever fince the 
Fall of Adam, is become fo very ignorant, that he knows 
nothing, or at moft, notking but Names. A Kind of Cloud 
is upon our Intelle€tuals, that they cannot difcover the 
true Effence of Things with that Clearnefs as the Prolo- 
plaft, our firft Parents could ; but we are involv’d ia a 
Mift, and grope, as it were, ever fiace Adam's Fall, in 
the Dark, as if Truth were got into fome Dungeon. 

Tho’ the Body work not without the Spirit, yet the 
Spirit is either compell’d, or enclin’d, or rather declin’d 
to evil Aétions, by the Pafhions of the Body, where- 
fore they that handle Aftrology, Phyfiognomy, and Pbyfick, 
proceed fometimes certainly, and always probably, be- 
‘aulfe of the mutual Sympathy and undivorceable De. 


pendance of the Soul and Body. The like Proportions 
are to be found in Speech, wherein the Vowels refemble 
the Soul, the Confonants the Body. The greateft Vi- 
gour ot Speech is feen in Names, concerning which I 
will declare, Firft, That afl Knowledge comes by De- 
duétion of them: Secondly, That all error arifech trom 
Seduétion by them. 

Now then it is certain, that as it is in the Fable o' the 
Fox, which lick’d only the Outfite of the Glals but 
could not come to the Pottage, fo we know Names, but 
not Things; and from Names proceeds our Ignorance 
of every Thing. [his was figni yd of Old by them 
that told how Fupiter was fed with Bones and Fat, Pre- 
metheus referving unto himfelf the folid bichh, By the 
Fiefh is meanc found Knowledge, by the Fat, the flcet- 
ing Shew of fuperficiary Terms of Art, by the Bones is 
decipher’d the inextricable and perplexed La>our in 
the Curiofities of ever-wrangiing Contradictions. 
$o Jxion embracing a Cloud for Fano, and Nazciffus loving 
his own Ssadow tor a Water-Nymph, and Pars main- 
taining the Trojan War in the Detence of Aekena’s Idol, 
for Helena her felf was conceiv'd by Funoto Proteus King 
of Egypt. All theie declare that we are fed with the 
Shells, not with the Kernels of Learning, and as the 
common By-word goeth, whilft the blind and the lame 
Man have for their Portions the Shells of the Oy fter, the 
Lawyers Fees are the Flefh of the Fifh, To conclude 
this Truth, confider that Fable of Proferpina, whercin it 
is avouchd, chat fhe for eating Seven Grains of a Pome- 
granate in the Ehfan Garden, was made the Queen of 
Hell. Tothe opening of this Mythology, the Turli/h 
Priefts in their Alcaron do give us Light , for they fay, 
that the forbidden Fruit was a Pomegranate, and that 
every Grain therein was of the Quantity of an Fgg. 
The Frenchemen at this Day call a Peach un peche, which 
they derive from peccando, as the Latins malum for an 
Apple hath great Affinity with malum for Evil: Now fhe 
that tafted thisApple, was before her Fall cerm’d Jha, 
(the Egyptians ignorantly call’d her /fs) which Name 
Plutarch expoundeth to fignify Knowledge, and this was 
the Knowledge of Good and Evil, of Good by Depriva- 
tion, of Evil by Depravation, and late repenting Ex- 
perience, the higheft Note whereof is to know, that 
we know nothing but Names. 

This Affertion I thal) now bring to the Touch-ftone ; 
namely, to firm Reafon. The firft Argument is this: 


Every thing is cither a Subftance or am Accident: The 
Bb Sub- 
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Sybftance is a Wood, pierceable by no Star, for all De- 
monftration is of Accidents, feeing that the major tere 
minus is a proper Effeét, the minor is the Subiect, the 
middle Extream is the Caufe efficient, or final: Like- 
wife all Definitions are of Accidents, for as much as they 
are enquir’d only by Demonftration, which indeed isto 
he turn’d intoa Definition, as we feeinthe Nature of 
the Silk-worm, the Egg becomes a Worm, and the 
Vorm in Time a Fly, fo a Demonftration by altering 
of Terms is made a Definition, One Exampie will ex- 
nigin alle Where the Earth is interpos’d, there is a 
Deprivation of Light, or an Ecclipfe, but between the 


moon and Sun, the Earth is interpos’d, in the Moon 
therefore there isan Ecclipfe. Krom this real Demon- | 
firation, by areal Metamorphofis, we colleét this Defi- | 
nition, An Eccligfe » the Deprivation of Light inthe Moon, 
mide by the Interpofirion of tke Earth berween ber and the Sun. 
Ky this it appears, that Accidents only can be demon- 
ft:ated and defin'd. Now every Accident is either Quan- 
tity, Quality, Action, Pafhon, or Relation , which laft 
is nothing but a Term, or Name, impos’d by Art, and 
is excratted from the Foundation of the Four former 
Accidents, as great and little, from Quantity, better 
and worfe, from Quality, father and Son, from Aétion 
and Paffion 5, now it fhall appear that we know nothing 
but Relations, and confequently, nothing but nated 
Names, This is firftevident in all Quantities, which by 
Arifiorle are reputed Five 5 Magnitude, Time, Place, 
Number, Speech, as the Quantity of Syllables is there- 
in contider’d. Magnitude is Length, Breadth, Ihick- 


nels: Now to leave the Mathematicians to their Nightly 
Speculations, I requeft all aétive Wits to tell me, what 
they do underftand in Length, but a certain Name of 
Difference from Breadth and Thicknefs, and what is 
Magnitude but an Accident of the Matter? How can 
Matter be diftinguifh’d from the Form by an effential 
Ditterence, contidering Difference of Difference cannot 


be aflign’d, except we will run out into infinite Laby- 
cinths. Andastor Time, is it ought but a Name, re- | 
ipcétive of that whichis pais’d and to come? So that | 
certainly aboutthis Flower, or rather about the Smell 

thereof, many have diftill’d out the Flower of their beft | 
Time. Concerning Place, it hath fo many Bones, that 
we have need of Cranes to pluck them out of the Throats | 
of Philofophers. Scaliger, after many Meanders and Ex: | 
curfions, faith, Locus off vacuitas Corpors fubituri, Place is 

an Kmptinefs capable of a Body that fhall enter or {UC | 
ceed. I pray you what js this but Medea’s empty Caiket, | 
fetting Cryu/a with her Houle on Fire. Now for Num- | 
ber, ic is moft fpent in Cyphers, Places, Names. 

Laftly, For Speech: What Sinews can we expeét from | 
it? Is it not like the Ghoft in Homer? °& 93 é7s caenadst | 
x, ere Wes Exum? 


For now no longer Sinews bold, 
The Flefb and Bones being waxen old. 


Thus much of Quantity. Now Quality confifieth all 
in Degrees, which are nothing but Relpedts, Refpedis 
are nothing but Relations, Relations nothing but Names. 
As for Ation and Paliion, they are fo nearly relative, 
that Arifforle faith, they differ no more than the Way 
from Thebes to Aibens, amd from Atheas to Thebes. Thence 
we conclule, that asthe Thuoder many times deftroy-

Manner of Being, which Schoolmen abounding wit, 
Leifure, rather than Learning, have call’d Exiftence, 
The Being is unknown, like the Head of Nilus, in the 
Mount of Atlas, for who dares aver, that he knows the & 
Matter and Form of an Accident, except he would } & 
confin’d to the Ifle of Antifera, to have his Brain purg’d 


with Helebore? As for the Exiftence, or Manner of (yb, 


fifting, is it not a Notional and Relative Term? cram, 
ming a Man with Learning, as Promifes do with Ho 
and what are Terms but Names ? So that to conclude 
asin the City of Brutus, they that confulted with the 
Oracle of Latona, after they had flept before her Image, 
did by the firft Word of the next that met them, gather 
a Predi@ion. Sowhen Mafculine Promifes ot real Kaow. 
ledge are made, we are turn’d off at laft with Feminine 
Performance, in Reverfion of Words; fo that the Dj. 
ftin€tion of the Two Seéts of Schoolmen, real and no- 
minal, is now confoonded. 

The Third Reafon doth thus ratify the Matter, thy 
we know nothing , or at moft, nothing but Names. Al Knov. 
ledge is by Species and Shews, call’d intelligible, whic 
are prov'd by Scaligery to be meer Accidents, but if we 
fift it further, we fhall find them to be nothing bit 
Names, or Notions, prefented to the Underftanding; 
for; Colours, Sounds, Smells, Tafts, and Qualities o 
Touching, offering themfelves to the common Senfe, ar 
carry’d into the inner Clofet of the Fancy, in whok 
Miror they are reprefented to the fimple Underftanding; 
which firft conceiving them as fingle Terms, maketh o 
them Seven Spiders Webs: Firft, Compounding and di 
viding. Secondly, Reafoning and difcourting. Thitt 
ly, Refting, or agreeing. Fourthly, Deliberating ani 
confulting. Fifthly, Chufing.  Sixthly, Refleéting by 
the Faculty of Confcience. Laftly, Defiring and moving 
So that to gather the total Sum, thefe Species, whichw 
call intelligible, are but Terms gather’d into fundy 
Forms, as of the fame Watry Vapour are made many 
Meteors, a Cloud, a Rain-bow, alfo Rain, Hail, am 
Snow; fo of the fame Names variably fram’d, iffue oo 
new Things, but new Appearances. By this it is ced 
that the Quotum of all our Knowledge confifteth in a {mal 
Number of broken Names, which we may call reliquia 
Danaum, atq, immitis Achilli : The Relicks of Man’s tall 
wherein the Wings of the Soul were foclipp’d, chat wett 
they not repair’d by Dedalus, who hath his Name froa 
duis to know, fhe fhould aiways have flag’d upon th 
Fens of bafe Mortality, 

The Fourth Argument to prove we know nothing 
may be thus worded; All Knowledge is by fome Argt 
ment, for the Latia, arguere, to argue, is deduc’d fros 
che Greek, aey@, white or clear, whence is draw 
Jeyivicy, argentum, Silver, ’cis now not material w 
method we infift upon, whether of Ramus the Bough, @ 
Ariftotle the Root, by either Clew we may get out of t 
Labyrinth 5 lec us therefore aflume, for Example [alt 


effeBum, fubj-Bum, accidens, lately entitld adjunfum, aos 


we fhallfind, that all their Knowledge is by Relation 
Term 
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Terms. For as all Men acknowledge there are Four 
Caules, Efficient, Matter, Form, End, fo the moft learn’d 
pave form’d Four Caufara, or Produéts of Caules, Effe- 
Bum, Materiarum, Formatum, Deftinatum, which do mv- 
tually anfwer co the Caufes, like the Cords of Mufick, 
and what are thefe but Names and new Notions ? The 
fame may be obferv’d in the proportionable Differences 
of Sudjetum and Accidens. For as at Pbilbers in Egypt, of 
Camel’s Dung and a [oft Fire, they make Chickens to be 
hatch’d from Eggs which arethere fet, fo Man’s Mind 
being wel temper'd,from one relative Term frameth ano- 
ther, far (urmounting both the Skill and Felicity of them, 
which extraét the Spirit of Rofes, Wine, yea, and all 
Chimical Impoftures. Shall we think the like is not to 
be {een in Arguments of lefs Moment ? What are Rea- 
fons drawn from difagreeing, Comparifon, from Name, 
Divifion, Definition, Teftimony, but a Heap of AEnig- 
matical Terms, overgrown with Diftinétions, as Archy- 
mides Tomb was with Thorns, when Cicero came to vilit 
it ? Wherefore if all Knowledge be of Accidents, and 
thole are relative, if we only know the Manner ot be- 
ing, not the Being of Things in Nature, if all fhews 
intelligible, and Arguments be but Accidents in Rela- 
tion, that is meer Names, it remains that we only teed 
upon the Thiftles of Names, howfoever we feem to 
carry upon our Backs moft precious Merchandize. 

[hus having fully prow’d we know nothing, or at moét, 
nothing but Names, 1 fhou’d next (however ftrange the 
News may appear) give Inftances and Proof of it in 
every thing 5 but for want of Room, this muft be the 
Subjeét of a Second Jgnorant-Pos; to which I fhall add 
ameriy Charatter of a Dunce. 


The Catuiftical-Poft,or Athenian Mercury, 
Ore: In the Cafe of a ferupelous Confcience, what ss to 


be done ? 

Anjw, A Scruple being only alight Dowbt or 
Fear, having no Ground or Foundation, we are advis’d 
(it it cannot be remov’d otherwife) to negleét it, and 
proceed to Aétion, that is, to proceed to do that which 
we [cruple, whether it may be doneor no. As if, confi- 
dering our own great Unworthinefs, we dare not pre- 
fume to make known our Requefis to God by Prayer, or 
to approach to receive the Sacrament of the Body and 
Blood of our dear Lord 5 we are advis’d, not withftand- 
ing thefe Scruples, to put our felves upon Prayer, and 
to prepare our felves for the receiving the holy Sacra- 
ment, and fo to eat of that Bread, and drink of that 
Cup. In like manner, if we have fome Scruples whe 
ther we can fafely obey fome Command of our Supefiours, 
we are in this Cafe to negle& thufe Scruples, not to neg- 
le& our Duty, and refule to obey, Every fuch Scruple 
fhou'd be plainly told, that we will not omit our Duty 
for it. We are advis’d alfo, as much as we can, to 
avoid thinking of thofe Things which occation fuch 
8'Oundlels Scruples, and notco difpute the Queftion long 
With them, whether we may fafely do.that which we are 
about or no. We fhould alfu pray earnefily unto God, 
that he will rebuke Satan, and noc fuffler him to create 
fo much Trouble and Difquiet to us, by cafting thefe

Sins which may have provok’d God to fuffer this Affii- 
Ction to fall upon us, and repent more earneftly, and be 
more heartily forry for them. Alfo, that we may fear 
Trifles, or little Things le(s, let us fear great Things 
more 5 yea, let us fear every known Sin, whether final] 
or great. Let us alfo get our Hearts more firmly efta- 
blith’d as to that which we are to do, and then not ad- 
mit every flight and groundlefs Fear of the contrary. 
And becaufe thefe Scruples do often arife from Melan- 
choly, it may not be amifs to make ule of the proper 
Remedies for the Cure of that Diftemper. Laftly, We 
are advis’d, as much as may be, to avoid the Company 
of ‘en a 

. Whether may fuch as are cal’d Lay-perfons, or private 
Mex adminifter Baptifm ? Dperlonty OF P 
A, Minifters of the Word only may doit. For to bap- 
tize is a part of the publick Miniftry, Mar. 28.18. where 
Preaching and Baptizing are joyn’d together, and 
Things that God hath joyn’d may no Man feparate. 
He that performs any part of the publick Miniftry muft 
have a lawful Call, Xom. 10. 14. Heb. 3. §. but pri- 
vate Perions have no Call to this Bufinefs. Again, what 
foever is not of Faith is Sin : Now for private Perfons 
to baptize, is not of Faith, for they have neither Pre- 
cept nor Example for it in the Word of God, therefore 
it’s Sin.
